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BLAZING  STAR  (Liatris  scariosa).  2-4  ft.  Pretty,  rose  pom- 
poms, so  perfect  as  to  give  the  effect  of  artificial  flowers, 
are  set  primly  along  the  wand-like  stems.  Later  they 
shake  out  purpled  fringes.  For  full  sun.  Very  desirable. 

BLOODROOT  (Sanguinaria  canadensis).  6-10  in.  Solitary 
white  flowers,  gold  centered,  in  early  spring  before  the 
large,  notched  leaf  expands.  Woods  soil  in  shaded  nook 
or  rock  garden. 

BLUEBELLS  (Mertensia  virginica).  1-2  ft.  Also  called  Vir- 
ginia Cowslip.  Drooping  clusters  of  flowers  in  a de- 
lightful shade  of  blue  with  pink  buds.  Good  foliage. 
Perhaps  the  most  striking  of  spring  flowers.  Give  moist 
place  in  sun  or  shade.  Since  it  dies  down  after  seeding 
it  may  well  be  planted  among  ferns.  Each  30c;  4 for

TEXAS  BLUEBELL  (Eustoma  russellianum) . 1-2  ft.  Violet

Plant  in  neutral  leaf  mold  among  rocks  in  shade. 

GAYFEATHER,  CAT-TAIL.  (Liatris  pycnostachya) . 3-6  ft. 

Striking  purple  wands  that  attract  much  admiration  all 
through  late  summer.  Give  full  sun.  Easily  grown. 

GAYFEATHER,  DOTTED  (Liatris  punctata).  A dwarf  for  the 
sunny  rock  garden.  Is  a mass  of  soft  rosy  spikes  on  wiry 
stems  in  October. 

GENTIAN,  CLOSED.  1-2  ft.  Closed  flowers  of  deepest  blue. 
Thrives  in  sun  or  part  shade  if  allowed  plenty  of  mois- 
ture. 35c;  3 for  $1.00. 

HEPATIC  A acutiloba.  3-6  in  Well-loved  firstling  of  the 

eastern  spring.  Clumps  of  three-lobed  evergreen

12-18 
in.  Big  and  showy.  Easily  grown  if  given  rich  soil  in 
moist  shade. 

LADY’S  SLIPPER,  SHOWY  (C.  spectabile).  18-24  in. 

White,  stained  crimson.  Often  called  the  loveliest  wild 
flower  of  the  east.

MARSH  MARIGOLD  (Caltha  palustris).  10-20  in.  The 
golden  glory  of  wet  meadows  in  spring.

MAY  APPLE  OR  MANDRAKE  (Podophyllum  polatum).  18-

MEADOW  RUE  (Thalictrum  polyganum).  3-10  ft.  Plant 
in  wet,  open  places  wherever  masses  of  attractive,  airy 
foliage  are  needed.

PHLOX  divaricata.  9-18  in.  A lavender-blue,  slightly  fra- 
grant woods  phlox.  Lovely  in  both  foliage  and  flower, 
and  thrives  in  any  situation,  but  perhaps  prefers  light 
shade  among  rocks.  Fine  with  late  tulips.  Plant  in  masses. 

PHLOX  sublata.  2-4  in.  Sometimes  called  moss  pink. 
Creeps  rapidly,  forming  a pretty  ground  cover  and  blooms 
through  a long  season  most  profusely.  White,  lavender 
and  pink.  Native  to  rocky  hillsides. 

RUE  ANEMONE  (Anemonella  thalictroides) . 5-9  in.  Makes 

masses  of  very  attractive  foliage  and  has  many  pretty 
white  or  pinkish  flowers  in  spring.  Moist  shade. 

SHOOTING  STAR  (Dodecatheon  media).  10-20  in.  Plant 
in  clumps  on  moist  slopes  or  among  rocks  in  open  woods. 
Easy  of  culture  in  sun  or  shade  if  allowed  moisture. 

SPIDERWORT  (Tradescantia  virginianum) . 15-30  in.  Spid- 
ery foliage  and  handsome  flowers  of  ultra-marine.  Any 
situation,  preferably  moist.  Very  desirable. 

SPRING  BEAUTY  (Claytonia  virginica).  6-12  in.  Starry 
blooms  of  delicate  pink.  Plant  among  ferns  in  open 
moist  woods. 

WINECUP  (Callirhoe  involucrata) . 1 ft.  Desirable  trailer 

with  hollyhock-like  leaves  and  showy  crimson  flowers 
with  white  centers.  Give  full  sun.  30c;  4 for  $1.00. 

VIOLET,  BIRD’S  FOOT.  4-8  in.  A violet  which  flourishes 
in  dry  sandy  soil  in  exposed  situations.  Deeply  cut  fol- 
iage and  large  flowers  in  sky  blue,  or  two  petals  purple, 
the  lower  ones  pale  blue.
